Will the G.T.P. Pass Through 


Wetaskiwin ? 


The Grand Trunk Pacific offi 
cials arrived in Toronto last week 
after their extensive tour of in- 
spection through the west, and 
have been interviewed by the news- 
papers The Toronto News has 
the following report of an inter- 
view with one of the most promin- 
ent and influential directors, which 
will be read with interest by the 


people of this district : 

“Toronto, Oct. 5.—E. R. Wood, 
of Toronto, who with the directors 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way Company, has just completed 
a six week's trip of inspection 
through Western Canada has ar- 
rived home. His prediction is thut 
the G. T. P. will construct a line 
to the Pacific Ccast as straizlit as 
possible, and that means a blow to 
Edmonton, for a direct line would 
be nearer Calgary. 

“The observations of my fellow- 
directors and myself,” said Mr. 
Wood. ‘‘were such as to leave ab- 
solutely no doubt in some minds 
that there was plenty of room in 
the West for another transcontin- 
ental railroad. Across the prairies 
the road would follow as straight a 
line as practicable from Winnipeg 
to the foot hills between the Cana- 
dian Pacific and Canadian North- 
ern, There would be feeders run- 
ning into it from the more ferile 
parts. It would not do for a trans- 
continental railroad to turn aside 
for every choice piece of territory.” 


If it is the intention of the G. 
T. P. to run between the C.N. R. 
and the C, P. R.—in other words 
between Edmonton and Calgary— 
surely Wetaskiwin stands ‘a good 
chance of being the favored town 
through which the road will pass. 


Territorial Budget 

There were only two members of 
the House absent when last week 
when Premier Haultain delivered 
his budget speech, though there 
was no word from the Opposition 
benches in reply, 

Mr Haultain delivered a master- 
ly speech in which he summarized 
very cleverly the position of the 
Northwest Territories to-day. 

He reviewed the work of each 
department of the government and 
quoted estimates to show that we 
are better to-day than ever before, 
though not nearly so well off a3 if 
under provincial government. 

One item in the miscellaneous 
items of the estimates is for $5,000 
to provide for a general inquiry 
into municipal organization and 
taxation. It is understood that a 
commission will be appointed to 


| frame a general law to cover all the 


cities in the Northwest Territories 
The estimates show large in- 


| creases chiefly in public works, ed- 


ucation and agriculture. $6,000 is 
provided for a general enquiry into 
municipal organizations and taxa- 
tion, and there is another vote for 
Bacteriological experiments, which 
will be of great benefit to medical 
men and the public generally. 

The school districts in the Ter- 
ritories haye increased from 600 in 
1901 to 1248 in 1904. Mr Haul- 
tain estimated that in 1905 the 
number ofschool districts would 
increase to 1398. 

The special Edmonton charter 
was granted. The bill was very

The city is given power to expro- 
priate land required for city pur- 
poses in case of the owner asking 
exorbitant prices. 

If a vacancy occurs in the coun- 
cil from any cause the remaining 
aldermen can fill the vacancy with- 
out an election but there must be 
three fourths majority of the whole 
council.

C.T. U. of the Territories has 
completed its labors, Many dis- 
tinguished women from Eastern 
Canada and the States were pres- 
ent. They found the Territorial 
delegates as alertto the interests 
of the organization as those from 
remote sections. Mrs. J. A. Craig, 
of Olds, has the honor of being sel- 
ected as the first president of the 
Territorial organization. The de- 
liberations of the delegates touch- 
ed many subjects of vital import- 
ance to the west. One of the prime 
favorites with western women is 
the recognition of the homestead 
act, They-desire to see it applied 
regardless of sex. There is much 
sound reason in the case made out 
by the ladies. The mistaken idea 
the W. O. T. U. finds itse'f forced 
to combat is that the organization 
stands purely for opposition to the 
liquor traffic. Asa matter of fact 
the members stand for many other 
elevating reforms. The association 
is composed of many of the most 
alert women inthe hemisphere.— 
Calgary Herald.
